Simple BemedloM. 

.11)— A subscriber giving neither 
r.uiiie nor address contributes the 
following: "For roup in chicken-; I 
use this remedy: To each quart of 
drinking water, add one one iiun- 
dredth of a grain of ai-senife of anti- 
mony and a teaiipoonful of kcrosone. 
I set this where the birds can drink 
when they desire water. Plenty of 
air-slacked lime should be sprinklA 
over the floor of the house and the 
pens. If the birds are very sick I 
give each one two grains of calcium 
sulphide once each day in a little 
wet mash. 

Condition Powders-*-One of the 
best condition powders for hens may 
be made of the following:: Two 
pounds of linseed meal, tw<j 
pounds of Rreen cut bone, one 
pound of charcoal, two ounce.'! of 
sulphur, one ounce of salt, two 
ounces of ground ginger, four 
ounces of fenugreek. Mix well and 
add two tableapoonfuls to each 
quart of ground feed ariven the lay- 
ing birds. As a conditioner for 
laying hens in both winter and sum- 
mer, this has few equals. 

Cholera— One of the first things 
necessary in treatintr the birds for 
cholera is to thoroughly disinfect 
the house in which they roost. This 
may be done by sprinkling the floor 
with a solution of crude carbolic 
acid and hot water, by scattering a 
liberal amount of air-slacked lime 
over the floor or by burning sulphur 
in the house when all the birds are 
In the drinking water place a 
little oarholie acid, about a tea- 
spoonful to each two gallons of wa- 
ter being sufficient. Then feed one 
tablespoonful of the following mix- 
ture each day in the feed of twenty' 
five "chickens chickens: Sulphur 
eight ounces; black antimony, two 
ounces; saltpeter, two ounces; 
enne pepper, two ounces: Jamacia 
ginger, two ounces. 

Feather Eating — A Montpelier, 
Ind., subscriber's chickens are ad- 
I dieted to the habit of feather pulling 
and eating. The birds pull and eat 
: the feathers of other birds till some 
I of them are almost featherless. Thi: 
: habit is hard to overcome. In fact, 
j we only know- of but one case whe: 
' it was really overcome. The bird was 
! a high priced one and the owner did 
I ot wish to kill it. It took him two 
j years of continued effort to correct 
' the habit. lu the case of common 
j barnyard fowls it is generally cheap- 
j er to put them in. the fattening pen 
I and place them on the market as 
soon as possible. As soon as a bird 
! shows signs of the habit, remove it 
from the rest of the flock. If possi- 
ble place it in a pen or coop by i t- 
self. Feed liberally of a mi.xture of 
I meat and bone meal. The birds ac- 
i quire the habit in the attempt to 
i satisfy the desire for more animal 
i food and if they are given a little 
j animal food in the form of meat ami 
bone meal, the trouble will he pre- 
vented in a lar^-e measure. Mix a 
[little sulphur either in ihr lriri:n 
■ water or in the si«l't f-.-.-l !: > ■■ .•

Those who have doubted that 
there are such things as 200 egg 
hens will have to admit that they 
exist in considerable numbers, if they 
believe the report of the Australian 
egg laying contest. These hens 
were in pens of six each and the 
winning pen- -Black Lanu.slians, the 
progeny of birds hfjught from 
China— laid an average of 217 eggs 
each during the year. The next two 
highest pens were White Leghorns, 
averaging respectively 239 and 229 
eggs each. The eleven highest 
pens of 66 birds averaged over 200 
eggs each. While there was no pen 
below No. 11 that«v«Mg«d200eggs, 
the seventeen highest pens as a 
whole averaged a little better than 
200 eggs for each hen. The lowest 
rwunl was 1:^0 aiiil the average for 
thotioo hir.lrf .•uinii..un^r 171.

Disease is a most difficult thins: to 
wrestle with in poultry. It is far 
easier to prevent it »han it is to com- 
bat it wlien it obtains a foot-hold. 
Often a person will employ more 
time and medicine than a birdis wor- 
th. The following will help most poul- 
trymen to locate a difficulty and 
will also 8Uf?«e*t treatment: 

When the »JXi'rL>ment seceted by 
the kidneys, which is normally white 
appears yellow, ihouRh the droppinss 
are solid and f he l inl appears per- 
fectly healthful 1 lokout for bowel 
trouble 

When the crop i.^ hard, distended 
and unyielding there is danger of 
the bird becoming crop bouni. 

When the discharges 8 re streaked 
with blood it is time to give prevent- 
atives for diarrhoea. 

When the joints are hot and swol- 
len and the fowl is disinclined t 
stand, rheumatism has taken hold. 

When the nostrils are clogged 
with dirt and the eyes water, ward 
off possible cases of roup by time- 
ly treatment. If the case is bad, 
apply the hatchet. 

When the bird is lame in one foot 
and a small swelling is ob.served re- 
move it to a place where there is no 
roosts and compel it to roost on 
some straw or other material. It is 
bumble foot and is cured in this 
manner. ' > 

When a hen drops down behind, 
goes to the nest often, but does not 
lay she is suffering from disorder 
of the oviduct and might as well be 
killed and eaten. 

When a bird is "going light." has 
a good appetite, but passes food 
from the bowels undigested, it is the 
early stages of consumption and 
treatment is useless. 

Wi'.en a bird has leg wcaknei 
with ni) disorder of the liver, feed 
lisrhter and give plenty of bone 
forming food. 

When new fowls are boueht they 
should be quarantined until one is 
assured that they have no disease 
that is communicative to the flock. 

When a bird has difficulty in 
breathing it is well to look out for 
pneumonia. 

When a fowl is dangerously sick 
k^iih any organic disea>e it is worse 
hail useless to u«e it as a breeder as 
c will communicate the same ten- 
d'-ncio'^ to its .voung and and thus 
weak flocks are established. 

Wnen a fowl sneezes,^ wateis 
slightly at the eyes and nostrils and 
one face puffs up. it is a common 
cold. When accomnanied by rat- 
tling it is bronchitis. Difficult 
breathing, pneumonia. Canker in 
the mouth, diptheria 

When the discharges from the 
ni-strils are profuse and ill smelling 
iii.sroup.
